eat at ail masons of the year, they 
should be particularly watchful during 
til* sumaicr months. 
In bot weather 


bacteria, mnttlply far more rapidly 
than'la cold weather and produce 
chemical 
changes 
In some 
foods, 


which greatly lessen their nutrllh'e 
value and often make them unlit for 
human consumption. 


"The housewife will flnd eyes and 


nose the safest practical detective* of 
bud food lu hot weather, if any arti- 
cle has any suspicion of an umt-mal 
•do? or looks abnormal It should be 
avoided. 
People eating In duiibtful 


restaurants 
should 
be particularly 


careful about mnnts or INh cooked 
with a highly splceil or aromatic 
sittice. which might <llsi?ul«c a bad 
taste or naming odor.

FRUIT FED RATS OF UGANDA.

The Idea of eating rats la no repul- 


sive to tis that w» cannot Imagine such 
it thluj; unl«s on* were driven to It by 
gtnryxtlon. 
1h» people of Uganda, 


however, wit »ta not (rum iieceMlty, 
but became they like thorn. The rat 
of Uganda, however, la »ery different 
from tho tittle creative that gnawa 
holes In our cupboards.' This rat Is 
much larger. It li more than a foot 
long and la therefore quite a substan- 
tial unltnal and a» well worth cooking 
as n rabbit 


The wonderful thing about this rat is 


thut It hus two mouths, one behind the 
other. The first mouth has a pointed 
ratliko awe and U furnished with two 
rows ot ahnrp white teuth, with vfhlch 
It bites oft ll.i food and pa««e« It on to 
the second mouth, which Is placed Jn.it 
above the throat. Thin mouth 'alao hna 
two rows of teeth* hut otie long ulender 
tongue serve* for both set» of grinders. 


Rat» are not only eaten in'Uganda, 


but they are regarded na a delicacy. 
The king among his many retainer! 
bn.i one whose duty It la to furnlnh the 
royal table with rata. A rtit catcher la 
not an exalted person usually, bat In 
Uganda be la looked upon wltft reapect 
and walks with an iLlr of dignity. El» 
goes out rnt hunting dally and general- 
ly Bnds hi* gam* among the young 
banana trees or In any place where 
fallen fruit or berries may be found. 
for this Is what the rat llvea on. Sleet* 
der shoot* of bamboo or banana or 
fruit and Icarus arc his food, and this 
diet makta his flash tender and whole- 
some. 


A CRESCENT OF RUINS. 


Thi Curious Old Cliff Dwellings of th« 


N«tion«l Moia V«rd«. 


In the Mesn Verde National park, In 


southwestern Colorado, are 300 cliff 
dwellings, of which only the three Inr- 
Ift'St hiive been repaired. 
The largest 


1'uln, called CllfT palace, stands nbout 
n thousand feet tibovo the bottom of 
the canyon nnd 300 feet below the top 
of thcj ludge. 
All the bouses connect 


nnd open Into one another, the entire 
settlement forming a crescent about 
300 fiMjt In length from end to end. 


As we contemplate them.1 silent ruins 


It In Imnj to believe Unit at one time 
they resounded with the bum of Indus- 
try, the laughter of children, the dron- 
Inn of prle<*ts, and the Htrldeut cry of 
the sentinels calling Uic warriors to 
buttle. 
The dwollel's of these aban- 


doned communities huve left no writ- 
ten record, but the shape of the struc- 
tures and the relict* that hnva \been 
du>r from thr dubrls of centuries giro 
some Idea, of how theic people lived 
and cnoved and had their being 


The mulu 
IIOUHUH were built on a 


ledce close to Its front and back of 
tills was an open space that answered 
the purpose of a <'ourt, u street, a play- 
ground or a place for Industrial pur- 
suits, such us weiu'lng und potttry 
making. At Intervals along the front 
were towers and bustlous. and lu the 
Interior were klvits or secret chambers 
used for religious ceremonies 
In ev- 


ery village were storehouses to pro- 
vkl n supply of provisions In times of 
war or failure of crops.

Planting Shrubs. 


Spring !s tfc-9 favorite reason for 
shrub, planting Not that meet shrubs 
cannot be transplanted at almost any 
«eaapn of the year, but we all feel 
piore Interred. 10 outdoor things 
when the robins first come back. 


Shrubbery about the house is a con- 


stant Joy to all who behold It Break- 
ing up harsh tinea and poising to- 
gether the moj-e antagonistic features, 
It gives a finish nj;d an air of per- 
manency to auy place. 


In choosing varieties for special 


uses, particular attention, should be 
giyeu to the form, color and charac- 
ter of blossoms, and foliage, together 
with blooming period and general ap- 
pearance of the Bhrub Tall straggling 
Bhrubs, like some of the lilacs and 
Azaleas, give better 
effects 
-when 


placed at a distance, and either mass- 
ed or planted against buildings, fences, 
etc. More symmetrical 
shrubs and 


the smaller varieties can be planted 
singly or grouped in beds In the fore- 
ground 


For planting atout porches, noth 


ing is more handsome or more grace- 
ful than bridal wrenth 
It can well 


be supplanted with several other 
shrubs which bloom at different times, 
however 
' The hardy snowball is more satis- 
factory planted alone In an expanse 
u grew, latin. ThlB Is also the case 


with any of the larger symmatrleal 
Bhrubs. 


For hedges, probably nothing will 


give better results than California. 
Prtvet or Arbor Vita*. Barberry, Jap- 
anese Quinces, 3w«t Briar and many 
others are frequently used (Or 
and less compact hedges, road 
ders, etc 


Where It is deaind to 


buildings, nothing is better than Tltois, 
sumach, and some of tne dwarf «r«> 
greens 


In preparing to plant Ehrnbsv dig 


tbe holes or trenches a foot deeper 
than necessary, and nil la that foot 
•»ith rich earth over elx Inches of 
stable manure, leaving the earth raCy 
er loose 


Trim off all broken, rotten, or dlf 


eased roots, spread the root* well and 
set the plant in the hole so that it 
will be an Inch or two deeper than It 
was before 
Fill the note half-way 


With fine rich, earth, mix in & quarter 
of a pound of some complete fertiliser, 
soak the earth with water and then 
fill up the rest of the hole. Tramp, 
the earth down firmly and heap It np 
to take core of settling later on 


The branches should be trimmed In 


proportion to the root trimming^ or 
the plant will die through lack of 
food , Keep implanted shrubs moist 
an? cool 
If necessary to delay plant- 


Ing, lay them slantingly In a tnnch, 
cover the root* with ndst Mith aaO 
koep them w*UrMI.
